I began to rub 
the eye with both hands. 'Let your eyo 
alone and rub the other eye" (this frqni 
the engineer). I thought he was chaffing 
me and worked the harder. 'I know you 
doctors think you know it all, but if 
yon will let that eye alone and rub the 
other one the cinder will be out in two 
minutes,' persisted the engineer. 


"I began to rub the other eye. Soon 


I felt the cinder down near the inner 
canthus and made ready to take it out. 
'Let it alone and keep at the well eye,' 
shouted the doctor pro tern. I did &o i'or 
a minute longer, and looking in a small 
glass ho gave me found the offender on 
nay cheek. Since then I have tried it 
many times and have advised many 
others and have never known it to fail 
in one instance unless it was as sharp 
as a piece of bteel or something that cut 
into the ball and required an operation 
to remove it."

Money From Lump Sugar. 


To make it take a quantity of lump 


sugar, remembering that your vessel (a 
jiicicrviug kettle is best) must be large, 
HS the sirup boils up at one stage of the 
process and is apt to run over and catch 
fire. Pour on tho sugar a little water, 
enough to molt to a sirup when hot. 
Boil and skim till clear, when drop in 
'for two quarts <w much powdered alum 
as you can pile on a dime. The alum is 
to prevent the sugar from granulating. 
Be ready to lift the kettle off the fire 
quickly, as the alum causes the sirup to 
froth up very high. * Boil until it be- 
comes of the consistency and the color 
of strained honey, when add a teaspoon- 
fnl of Jamaica ginger, stir thoroughly 
and set to cool.—St. Louis Post-Dis- 
patch.

The goldbng editor of the Changeling

When nec- 
essary, they combine in Congress to 
prevent even the coinage of the seign- 
iorage on the silver now stored in the 
treasury. 
Sherman and Reed join 


hands with Gorman and Barter, and, 
as Senator Jones says, form a third 
party to defeat any legislation favor- 
able to silver. That is the Wall Street 
method in Congress, but among the 
people each of the twins asserts that the 
only hope of silver lies in its success. 


Will the people of the West, who are 


suffering from Wall Street financial 
methods, permit themselves to be 
again duped by the emissaries of the 
gold trust? There is not an intelli- 
gent person iu the country who does 
not know that the Republican and 
Democratic organizations are opposed 
to the free coinage of silver. The 
framers of the epublioan Rplatform of 
Nevada and of the Democratic plat- 
form of Montana know it. Mr. Bartine, 
from bis experience with a Republican 
Congress and Administration, must be 
conscious of it, yet he goes through 
tbe State attempting to make tbe peo- 
ple believe what the record of his party 
disproves.

A Collison Between a Stenmur and ft 


Schooner in \Vnlcu Several People 
Pprinlt. 
JLBVEJJAHD, September 26.—A rumor 


is in circulation iu marine circles here 
that the steamer Ohio and the schooner 
Ironton had collided and had sunk on 
Lake Huron. The Ohio is a propeller 
of 810 net tona. It was owned by Eph- 
ics snd others and valued at $87,000. 
The Ironton is a barge of 742 tons net, 
owned by Captain William Mack of 
this city and valued at $18,000. 


DETROIT, September 26.—The steam- 


er Ohio collided with the schooner 
Ironton ten miles north of Presque 
Isle at 12:30 o'clock this morning. The 
Ohio sank within half an hour. 
The crew of sixteen took to the boats 
and were picked up by the schooner 
Moonlight, a consort of the schooner 
Kershaw. 


The Ironton sank at 1:30. Two of 


her crew were picked up by the 
steamer Hibard. The remainder are 
not accounted for. The Ironton was 
also a consort of the Kershaw, but 
parted her tow-line when the collision 
occurred.

picked up two hours later by the- Ker-

The Ohio was cut to the water's edge 


abreast of the boiler-house, the hole 
being twelve feet-square. The damage 
to the Iron ton is not definitely known 
at this time. The Ohio was loaded 
with flour and feed from Duluth to 
Ogdenburg. 
The Ironton was light, 


bound from Cleveland to Marquette. 
The crew refused to give the circum- 
stances of the collision.
